Three Dutchess County men, including two pilots and 
a hitchhiker, lost their lives Friday afternoon when motors 
of a twin-engine 6-seater Piper Aztec plane conked out 
sending the aircraft into a death plunge and causing it to 
crash into an automobile on East Main Street, W appingers 


Falls. 
The plane and automobile burst into flames that threatened 
to spread to nearby buildings in the village business section. 
Ambulances from nearby communities and fire depart­ 
ment units from Wappingers Falls and New Flamburg sped 
to the crash scene. The batnes virtually devoured the plane 
owned by Command Airways of Poughkeepsie, and the car 
owned by Fire Chief W illiam FI. Brower, 3% of W appingers 
Falls. 
Police identified the dead as— Matthew J. O ’Neill,- 31, 
of 82 South Flamilton Street, Poughkeepsie, pilot of the 
plane; Harry Silon. 24, of 29 Vasser Road, Arlington, co­ 
pilot, and Richard Jenkins, 29, of Route 9, W appingers 
Falls, a passenger in the plane who police said was hitching 
a ride to Vermont for a skiing trip. 
Police Captain Joseph Costa told reporters that O ’Neill 
was burned to death in the wreckage of the plane. Silon and 
Jenkins, who were ejected from the aircraft as it crashed 
into trees in Mcsier Park in front of the police station, both 


died shortly before 3:30 a. m. today in Vassar Hospital in 
Poughkeepsie. They both suffered second and third degree 
burns of the entire body. 
O ’Neill, police said, was virtually cremated. His charred 
body was found in the debris of the plane when firemen 
extinguished the flames. 


A village official and others who were nearby at the 
time of the fatal crash, ran to the scene with fire extinguish­ 
ers and put out the fire that was burning the clothing of 
Jenkins and Silon. 
Investigators said the twin-engine plane was registered 
as Command Flight No. 54 by the pilot, O ’Neill. It took 
off from the Dutchess County Airport in New Hackensack 
at 4:29 bound for Burlington, Vt. The weather was clear 
and cold. 
Village Patrolman Lawrence Priore of W appingers Falls 
said Jenkins, although fatally burned, was able to make a 
dying statement to a Fishkill State trooper at Vassar Hospi­ 
tal relating what happened just before he Piper plane went 
into the death plunge. 
Jenkins reportedly told troopers that Silon and O ’Neill 
were on flight to Burlington, and he was a passenger. The 
plane took off from the airport and headed in a north 
westerly direction, and as it was soaring over the outskirts 
of the Town of W appingers, the right engine lost fuel 
pressure. O ’Neill made futile attempts to correct the trouble 


but was unable to regain pressure. Suddenly, according to 
Jenkins, the left motor conked out. 
O ’Neill came in for a dead-stick landing, Jenkins related. 
I h e plane rapidly lost altitude and within minutes it clipped 
off the tops of trees in Mesier Park, and then slammed 
into a tree trunk in front of police headquarters. The impact 
ejected Jenkins and Silon. 
The plane’s fuselage was ripped off by a tree top and 
it stuck in the tree. The rest of the aircraft continued down­ 
ward until it crashed into a car driven by Fire Chief Brower, 
who was accompanied by his J5-year-old wife, Margaret 
Mary.

Police said the plane burst into flames and simultaneous­ 
ly the Brower car was a sheet of flames. I he plane hit the 
vehicle on the passenger side. 
Fortunately, Chief Brower and his wife had time to 
leap from the driver’s side of the car before the plane 
crashed into it. The Browers dashed into the nearby post 
office and to safety. They were treated by a local physician 
for cuts and bruises and shock. 
Leo Lorney, clerk on duty in police headquarters, looked 
from a window after he heard a crash and saw sheets of 
flames in front of the post office. He sounded an alarm and 
Wappingers Falls fire companies were dispatched to the 
scene. New Hamburg fire units later responded to assist in 
quelling the flames. 
Dr. Gordon Brannan and other physicians in the village 


went to the scene. Dr. Brannan pronounced O ’Neill dead 
after the fire was quelled. 
Sloper-Willen and other ambulances responded to calls 
and removed Silon and Jenkins to the hospital. 
Police Captain Costa, who was one of the first to arrive 
after the plane hit the ground, said as he drove up in a 
police car he saw one of the victims lying on the pavement 
on the south side of East Main Street, and another body 
was on the opposite side. “It was an awful mess,’’ Costa 
told newsmen. “Sheets of flames shot high in the air from 
the burning aircraft and the Brower car. The pilot didn’t 
have a chance.” 


Costa said the tail of the plane was torn off as it hit tree 
tops. 
I he fuselage also was ripped off and remained 
wedged in a group of trees. The captain said the flames 
burned close to buildings but none caught fire. 
Police said the first warning the Browers had was when 
Mrs. Brower heard noises caused by the plane snapping off 
branches and tops in the village park. She and her husband 
looked up and saw the plane heading towards the car, and 
both fled to safety. 
State and village police and deputy sheriffs investigated 
the crash and roped off the area where the plane crashed 
between Mesier Avenue and South Road. The debris was 
not cleared off the road until after 11 p. m. 
Scores of persons visited the scene of the triple-death 
crash.

Exhorts His People 


Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap, the “victor of Dienbionphu’\ 
currently is the Defense Minister of North Vietnam. 
He is said to be personally directing the battle shap­ 
ing up as a showdown at Khe Sanh. In the prepara­ 
tion stage, he wrote h series of exhortations to his 
people, which have just been brought out as a book 
in this couni ry. Blatant propaganda though it may 
be, Giap does speak for the enemy and his assessment 
of the War should Ik* weighed and heeded. 
The title, “Big Victory, Great Task”, sums up the 
war from the enemy point of view. 
In tiie section on big victory, Giap asserts that 
the North Vietnamese and Viet Tong have dealt the 
United States a double defeat. 
First, he said, the 
United States faihst to win the “special war”—up to 
3965—when Americans acted primarily as advisers to 
the South Vietnamese, and supplied 
them with 
weapons and ammunition. Now, he said, the Ameri­ 
cans have failed in winning the “limited war”—mili­ 
tarily she is caught in a ‘‘hopeless stalemate.” 
Giap justifies his assessment by saying that Amer­ 
ica has failed in its announced “clear and destroy” 
missions, the program of pacification, and the inabil­ 
ity to sustain military initiative on the ground. In 
air war, Giap contends that United States bomb- 
oi the North has failed to interdict the movement 
Communist supplies to the South. 
In the section on great task, Giap says the future 
is just as dim for the Americans. An invasion of North 
Vietnam would only double the Americans’ problems. 
Whil** an escalation of the war in the South, he holds, 
would disintegrate the Saigon regime and administra­ 
tion, without giving the Americans any advantage. 
Ills |hsiit is that American superior weaponry requires 
such logistics thai few troops are actually engaged in 
combat relative to the guerrillas. 
Keeping in mind that the l>ook was written for 
home consumption, to exhort the North Vietnamese 
to work for victory, nevertheless it is also a warning.

000 air personnel in Thailand. 
At an angry press confer­ 
ence on March 2. 1966, De- 
fense Secretary Robert S. Mc­ 
N am ara, who first estim ated 


that 40.000 troops “ would he 
enough to do the job” stated, 
“ I 
estimate 
approximately 
2:j5,000 U.S. troops are need­ 
ed in Vietnam.” By now that 
typically wrong figure is more 
than doubled. Yet the enemy 
never at any time lost the 
initiative and still holds it to 
this day. 
The significance of the cur­ 
rent campaign against Saigon 
and 43 Vietnam cities which 
the enemy, you will notice, is 
free to undertake, represents 
a second step. That step is 
fundamental, but is obscured 
by the Washington reaction. 
The erosion process in the 
Red strategy of attack, parry 
and retreat has allowed Hanoi 
to build a replacement reser­ 
voir estim ated at more, than 
three divisions north of the 
DMZ area and two more in 
reserve elsewhere. The M ar­ 
ines shielding the DMZ for the

WASHINGTON' — The recent 
shellacking which the United 
States, a nation of 190.000,000 
took from a» nai.on of 16.000.- 
000 proves conclusively that 
we had better reverse qut war 
strategy m Vietnam and fire 
those responsible for mistakes. 
It should begin with the gen­ 
eral who last week said that 
Saigon was secure and the 
situation was “ very, very en­ 
couraging.” when as a m atter 
of cold fact the city was so 
insecure that its inhabitants 
were partially barred from the 
streets, the airport remained 
closed, some police stations 
rem ained in the hands of the 
enemy, and the city rem ained 
in a virtual state of seige. 
Either Gen. William West­ 
moreland did not know what 
he was talking about, or he 
was deliberately adding to the 
credibility gap. In any event, 
he did not know what had 
been happening all around him 
before the enemy struck. 
For this strike had required 
weeks of preparation, the stor­ 
ing of weapons, the digging of 
tunnels, 
the 
recruiting 
and 
subversion of personnel. Two 
chauffeurs of the American 
Em bassy were subverted. All 
this was done right under the 
nose of Gen. Westmoreland 
and his intelligence officers. 
It could not have been ac­ 
complished without vast help 
from 
a civilian 
population 
which has become more and 
more resentful of the Ameri­ 
can occupation. 
The results were so devas­ 
tating that they must be faced 
frankly and weighed carefully 
by appropriate committee» of 
Congress.

Peo­ 
ple don't like to have their 
homes destroyed.

too many U.S. troops in South 
Vietnam would wear out our 
welcome. 
His 
advice 
was 
spumed 
and 
McNamara 
is 
now out. The South Vietnam­ 
ese want us out also. 
No. 3—We lost tremendous 
“ face.” and face is all im­ 
portant in the Orient. We have 
the mightiest m ilitary estab­ 
lishment in the world, which 
not too long ago defeated two 
European dictators plus the 
Japanese 
warlords; yet 
we 
have been bogged down and. 
in effect, defeated by a tiny 
nation no bigger than Wash­ 
ington state. 
This has sent snickers all 
up and down the China coast. 
The white man, say the yel­ 
low men of Asia, at last has 
come a 
cropper. 
It's 
also 
caused concern 
among 
our 
European allies. 
It makes no difference that 
Gen. Westmoreland says the 
situation is “very, very en­ 
couraging” or that President 
Johnson, misguided by West­ 
m oreland's advice, says that 
the Viet Cong's attack was a 
“complete failure.’’ The fact 
is it was not a failure and 
the situation is not encourag­ 
ing.

Search and Destroy 
Gen. W estmoreland’s basic 
strategy is "search and de­ 
stroy”—namely, sending U.S. 
troops 
into the 
jungles 
to 
search out the Viet Cong and 
destroy them. In these battles 
American troops have never 
fought more courageously. But 
once they have located the 
enemy and driven him out, 


they have had to occupy the 
area to keep the Viet Cong 
from walking right back. This 
ties down too many American 
troops. 
Various experts have rec­ 
ommended that we eliminate 
“ search and destroy” tactics, 
let the countryside take care 
of itself and concentrate on 
making the cities secure. Since 
the cities obviously are not 
secure today, we will have to 
concentrate on them or else 
get out of Vietnam altogether. 
LBJ and Abe Lincoln 
President Johnson, who has 
been studying Abraham Lin­ 
coln and has probably sur­ 
passed him in promoting ed­ 
ucation and civil rights, might 
follow Lincoln's

in 
dealing with his military. He 
fired general after general re­ 
sponsible for failure. 
He fired Gen.

McClellan after some of the 
worst catastrophes of the war, 
including the battle of Ball's 
Bluff a few miles outside of 
Washington, when Col.

Baker, 
the 
first U.S. Senator from Ore­ 
gon, was ordered to cross the 
Potomac in the faqe of heavy 
Confederate 
fire. 
McClellan 
ran for President against Lin­ 
coln after he was fired, as 
Gen. MacArthur ran against 
Adlai Stevenson after he was 
fired. 
Lincoln also fired Maj. Gen. 
John Pope after he failed in 
the Second Battle of Bull Run. 
He accepted Gen. Joe Hook­ 
e r’s resignation after the sec­ 
ond advance into Union ter­ 
ritory by Confederate forces. 
(Hooker lost his support after 
the retreat at Chancellorsville 
when Lee turned his troops 
around.) 
Gen. Ambrose Everett Burn­ 
side resigned after the failure 
of the “Burnside Mine” 
at 
Petersburg. 
Gen. William Starke Rosc- 
crans was fired after his de­ 
feat at the battle of Chicka- 
mauga and after being be- 
seiged at Chattanooga. 
President Johnson, in con. 
trast. has stuck with his mil­ 
itary men even when they lei 
him astray.

In the Assembly, Speaker 
Anthony J. Travia persuaded 
the Codes Committee to report 
the controversial abortion-law 
reform bill to the floor. 
Otherwise, during their two- 
day work weeks, the legisla­ 
tors 
have 
occupied 
them ­ 
selves by shifting through rela­ 
tively minor bills at com m it­ 
tee meetings and passing a 
handful 
during the 
plenary 
sessions of the Senate and the 
Assembly 
Simmering 
on 
the 
back 
burner are such questions as: 
How to treat Gov. Rocke­ 
feller’* 
proposed 
$5.5 billion 


budget and his request for 
$494 million in tax increases 
to help finance it. 
-W hat steps, if any. should 
be taken to vitalize the dis- 
pointing state lottery. 
How 
to 
reapportion 
the 
state's congressional districts, 
in compliance with a federal 
court order to act by March I, 
medicaid program. 
—Whether to enact some 
kind of compulsory health in­ 
surance law. 
—What changes should be 
made in the new penal law to 
give police and home owners 
broader legal authority to use 
force in dealing with criminal 
suspects and intruders. 
As in the

legislative 
leaders defend the slow* start 
by arguing that the system is 
geared that way — that the

In the prepara­ 
tion stage, he wrote a serif's of exhortations to his 
people, which have just been brought out as a I look 
in this country'. Blatant propaganda though it may 
be, Giap does speak for the enemy and his assessment 
of the war should lie weighed and heeded. 
Tile title, “Big Victory, Great Task", sums up the 
war from tile enemy point of view. 
In the section on big victory, Giap asserts that 
tho North Vietnamese and Viet Gong have dealt the 
United States a double defeat. 
First, he said, the 
United States failed to win the “special war"—lip to 
3965— when Americans acted primarily as advisers to 
the South 
Vietnamese, and 
supplied 
them with 
weapons and ammunition. Now, he said, the Ameri­ 
cans have faikxi in winning the “limited war"—mili­ 
tarily she is caught in a “hopeless stalemate." 
Giap justifies his assessment by saying that Amer­ 
ica has failed in its an noun* xxi “clear and destroy" 
missions, the program of pacification, and the inabil­ 
ity, to sustain military initiative on the ground. In 
the air war, Giap contends that United States tomb­ 
ing of the North has failed to interdict the movement 
of Communist supplies to the South. 
In the Motion on great task, Giap says the future 
is just as dim for the Americans. An invasion of North 
Vietnam would only double the Americans’ problems. 
While an escalation of the war in the South, he holds, 
would disintegrate the Saigon regime and administra­ 
tion. without giving the Americans any advantage.

But 
once they have located the 
enemy and driven him out, 


they have had to occupy the 
area to keep the Viet Cong 
frau walking right back.

He accepted Gen. Joe Hook­ 
er's resignation after the sec­ 
ond advance into Union ter­ 
ritory by Confederate forces. 
(Hooker lost his support after 
the retreat at Chancellorsville 
when Lee turned his troops 
around.) 
Gen. Ambrose Everett Burn­ 
side resigned after the failure 
of the “Burnside Mine” 
at 
Petersburg. 
Gen. William Starke Rose- 
erans was fired after his de­ 
feat at the battle of Chicka­ 
mauga and after being be- 
seiged at Chattanooga 
President Johnson, in con- 
trast. has stuck with his mil­ 
itary men even when they lei 
him astray.

Since the lawmakers con­ 
vened on Jan. 3, they have 
demonstrated a marked re 
luctance to dig into the pile 
of major problems bidding for 
their attention.

Otherwise, during their two- 
day work weeks, the legisla­

sessions of the Senate and the 
Assembly. 
Simmering 
on

burner are such questions as:

budget and his request for

M ayor Garraghan** absence has created vacancies and 
options in city governm ent which some insiders have term ed 
a game of chess. 
T he Republicans won a battle in forcing Bob Gallo to 
relinquish his custom ary alderm an-at-large chair Tuesday 
night. However, they face some pretty powerful opposition 
in the war ahead. 
The G O P made the first move, which was expected. 
G allo could not serve as both m ayor and alderm an-at-large, 
the Republicans argued. 
This in itself is open to debate. A precedent was set 
during the term of John Schwenk when 
Joe Carroll, 
alderm an-at-large filling in for Schwenk during a mayoral 
vacation, sent a communication to the council as m ayor and 
presided over the meeting as alderm an-at-large. 


G E T T IN G BACK T O T H E present, Bobby stepped 
down, he said, for the good of the city since there w as some 
$125,000 worth of bond notes to be acted upon. 
The fact that Bobby had to step down was pretty much 
accepted. The argum ent came as to who was going to fill 
his chair. 
The last time this happened, in 1965, this same Bob 
G allo was elected alderm an-at-large in a Republican con­ 
trolled council. 
It was im mediately thought that an election would take 
place Tuesday night. H eads quickly went together and two 
names appeared: Pete M ancuso, finance chairm an, and Ed 
N orton, laws and rules chairm an and m ajority leader. 
However, there was no election as provided by city 
charter in the event of the alderm an-at-large stepping up 
to the m ayor’s chair. They went by state general city law 
which designates the m ajority leader as third man in suc­ 
cession. N orton got it. 
Ed is no doubt proud to be acting alderm an-at-large if 
only until M arch 1 when G arraghan says he'll return. H ow ­ 
ever, his m oving up to the president’s chair tilts the Council 
balance of power in the Republican’s favor. Ed can’t vote 
from the dais. 


SO N O W T H E D E M O C R A T S have a 6-5 majority 
instead of 7-5. No, we didn’t miscount. Pucker Davis from 
the 13th W ard is usually counted in the Dem ocratic majority 
but he’s not a Dem ocrat, he’s a Liberal and has pointed it 
out to us on more than one occasion. A dm ittedly, he nor­ 
mally votes with the Dems but, remember, he's the last man 
to vote and with a missing alderm an could be in a power­ 
ful position on close votes. 
This is all under the assumption that G arraghan returns 
M arch 1. 
Ray is expected to return but if he resigns the chess 
pieces really start moving. Bobby becomes mayor and the 
council elects an alderm an-at-large. Ihe Dem ocrats should 
control this vote unless jhey get feuding among themselves.

Assuming G allo appoints a Demo­ 
crat, that would give the Dems a 9-4 m ajority which is 
enough to pass any legislation and override any m ayoral 
veto. 
As things stand now the Dem ocrats are in a somewhat 
weakened position awaiting the return of G arraghan. How­ 
ever, they’re aware of their options in this game of chess 
and are perfectly willing to use them . It should be a most 
interesting war.

a game of chess. 
The Republicans won a battle iii forcing Bob G allo to 


relinquish his customary alderman-at-large chair Tuesday 
night. However, they face some pretty powerful opposition 
in the war ahead. 
I he G O R made the first move, which was expected. 


G allo could not serve as both mayor and aldernian-at-large, 
the Republicans argued. 
This in itself is open to debate. A precedent was set 


during the term of John Schwenk 
when 
Joe Carroll, 


aldernian-at-large filling in for Schwenk during a mayoral 
vacation, sent a communication to the council as mayor and 
presided over the meeting as aldcrnian-at-largc. 


G E T T IN G B A C K T O T H E present, Bobby stepped 


down, he said, for the good of the city since there was some 
JU27,000 worth of bond notes to be acted upon. 
The fact that Bobby had to step down was pretty much 


accepted. T he argument came as to who was going to fill 
his chair. 
The last time this happened, in 1967, this same Bob 


G allo was elected alderman-at-large in a Republican con­ 
trolled council. 
It was immediately thought that an election would take 


place Tuesday night. Heads quickly went together and two 
names appeared: Pete Mancuso, finance chairman, and Ed 
Norton, laws and rules chairman and majority leader. 
However, there was no election as provided by city 


charter in the event of the aldornian-at-large stepping up 
to the mayor’s chair. They went by state general city law 
which designates the majority leader as third man in suc­ 
cession. Norton got it. 
Ed is no doubt proud to he acting aldernian-at-large if 


only until M arch I when Garraghan says he’ll return. How- 


! ever, his moving up to the president’s chair tilts the Council 


balance of power in the Republican’s favor. Ed can’t vote 
from the dais.

instead of 7-7. No, we didn’t miscount. Pucker Davis from 
the I Jth W ard is usually counted in the Democratic majority 
but he’s not a Democrat, he’s a Liberal and has pointed it 
out to us on more than one occasion.

Assuming G allo appoints a Demo­ 
crat, that would give the Dems a 9-4 majority which is 
enough to pass any legislation and override any mayoral 
veto. 
A s things stand now the Democrats are in a somewhat 


weakened position awaiting the return of Garraghan. H o w ­ 
ever, they’re aware of their options in this game of chess 
and are perfectly willing to use them. It should be a most 
interesting war.
